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This summary is of a bill that was vetoed by the Governor and may be reconsidered by the General
Assembly prior to final adjournment of the 2021-2022 legislative session.

H.361 (Vetoed). Municipal government; municipal charters; Town of Brattleboro;
amendments

This bill would have amended the charter of the Town of Brattleboro to define
“youth voter” as a person who is 16 to 18 years of age and otherwise qualified to
vote under Vermont law and would have permitted youth voters to vote in the
election of representatives for the Representative Town Meeting, Selectboard
members, listers, trustees of public funds, Moderator, First Constable, and Second
Constable.
